Use free 
web services, such as the government’s Family Health Portrait 
tool, available at www.familyhistory.hhs.gov, to collect this 
information and help your health care provider formulate a 
prevention plan. 

Show Your Support 

Beyond spreading the word, there are easy ways you 
can support the fight against breast cancer - from your grocery 
store list to fundraisers and more. 

First, look for your favorite brands that are giving 
back to the cause. For example, Nestle Pure Life Purified 
Water is supporting The Breast Cancer Research Foundation 
(BCRF) through its Pink Pack program.

Senator McConnell Calls For EPA Coal Hearing in Pikeville 

Senator also comments on the shutdown of coal-fired units at the Big Sandy Facility 


U.S. Senate 
Republican Leader 
Mitch McConnell con¬ 
tacted Environmental 
Protection Agency (EPA) 
Administrator Gina 
McCarthy today to request 
the EPA hold a “listen¬ 
ing session” in Pikeville, 
Kentucky, to discuss the 
impact its regulations will 


have on coal miners, their 
families and local business¬ 
es. 

ICYMI: Earlier 

today, the EPA announced 
it was postponing its field 
hearings across the coun¬ 
try due to the govern¬ 
ment shutdown. The EPA 
hearings will be held in 
San Francisco, Boston, 


Philadelphia, Atlanta, 
Denver, Lenexa, Dallas, 
Seattle, Chicago, New York 
City and Washington, D.C. 
A hearing will not be held 
in any of the three larg¬ 
est coal producing states: 
Wyoming, West Virginia 
and Kentucky.

Gluten-Free Diets Are Not For Everyone

Recent publicity about 
celiac disease and the glu¬ 
ten-free diet has led to mis¬ 
conceptions about gluten 
and its role in weight loss. 
As a consequence, many 
individuals without gluten 
intolerance are following a 
gluten-free diet. 

Celiac disease is an 
inherited, autoimmune 
disorder in which some 
people’s gastrointestinal 
tract cannot properly digest 
gluten, a protein found 
in wheat, barley and rye. 
In celiac disease, gluten 
destroys some of the intes¬ 
tine’s lining as it passes 
through the digestive tract, 
which hinders nutrient 
absorption. Only 1 percent 
of the population has been 
diagnosed with celiac dis¬ 
ease, while 30 percent of 
the population carries its 
genetic markers. 

It is estimated that 1 in 
133 people show signs of 


gluten sensitivity, which like 
celiac disease include indi¬ 
gestion, bloating, diarrhea 
and fatigue. An immune 
system response to gluten 
is thought to cause non¬ 
celiac gluten intolerance. 
A gluten-free diet is the 
current treatment for those 
with either disease. 

The reason why a glu¬ 
ten-free diet became a fad 
weight-loss diet is unknown. 
But the popularity of the 
diet has caused the gluten- 
free market to explode in 
recent years with gluten- 
free products commanding 
a premium price. A recent 
survey found that only 10 
percent of the people who 
purchase gluten-free prod¬ 
ucts do so out of necessity. 
The other 90 percent pur¬ 
chase them because of the 
perceived health benefits 
of going gluten free. 

In fact, some who 
have been diagnosed with 
celiac disease may find 
that switching to a gluten- 
free diet causes them to 
gain weight. Gluten-free 


foods tend to have a higher 
amount of fat, refined car¬ 
bohydrates and calories to 
make up for the taste glu¬ 
ten gives food. While the 
gluten-free diet is higher in 
fat and calories, it is often 
lower in important nutrients 
including fiber, iron, folate, 
carbohydrates, niacin, cal¬ 
cium and vitamin B12. 

If you’re interesting in 
weight loss or maintenance, 
consider adding more fruits, 
vegetables, whole grains 
and lean proteins to your 
diet rather than going glu¬ 
ten free. More information

Senator McConnell Calls For EPA Coal Hearing in Pikeville

McConnell wrote: “I 
request the EPA host an 
additional listening session 
in Pikeville, Kentucky, 
which is located in the heart 
of coal country. Pikeville is 
certainly much more rep¬ 
resentative of those who 
work in the coal industry 
than San Francisco. A 
Pikeville meeting would 
bring much needed balance 
to the listening sessions.” 

Also today, Senator 
McConnell commented 
regarding the future of 
the Big Sandy facility in 
Louisa, Kentucky. “The 
recent news out of eastern 
Kentucky is another dev¬ 
astating reminder of the 
Obama Administration’s 
war on coal and Kentucky 
jobs,” Senator McConnell 
said. “The shutdown of the 
coal-fired units at the Big 
Sandy facility will result in 
more coal-related job loss¬ 
es and will further weaken 
eastern Kentucky’s econo¬ 
my.” 

NOTE: In 

September, Senator 
McConnell introduced 
the Saving Coal Jobs Act, 
which streamlines the mine 
permitting process for 
new coal mines by put¬ 


ting the EPA on the clock 
for approving 404 and 402 
permit applications that sit 
idle. Senator McConnell’s 
measure also prevents addi¬ 
tional EPA carbon standards 
for new and existing plants 
by requiring Congressional 
approval. Unfortunately, 
Majority Leader Harry 
Reid (D-NV) blocked this 


legislation when Senator 
McConnell called for it to 
be taken up by the Senate 
this past month. Senator 
McConnell will con¬ 
tinue to push for passage 
of this legislation. The 
McConnell legislation is 
supported by: the KY Coal 
Association, the KY Farm 
Bureau, the KY Association 


of Manufacturers, the KY 
League of Cities, the KY 
Chamber of Commerce, 
Ashland Alliance, 
Commerce Lexington, the 
Northern KY Chamber 
of Commerce, the 
Kentucky Corn Growers 
Association, the National 
Mining Association and 
Americans for Tax Reform.
